‘‘ complete accord of views ” between 
Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini; 
otherwise the outside world is left 


entirely in the dark. Aceording to | 


the Essener National Zeitung, which 
is controlled by Field-Marshal 
Goering, the “ Axis” in the spring 
will be attacking with all the avail- 
able means in its power. Reports 
from Rome suggest that Europe is 
on the threshold of “ great political 
and military events’’; and there 
can be no doubt that the Salzburg 
meeting was a diplomatic eveht of 
primary importance, Reports from 
é“ Axis” sourcos declare that three 
main factors were discussed by 
Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini. 
One was the favourable posi- 
tion of the “Axis” Powers in 
the Mediterranean, occasioned by the 
failure of General Auchinleck’s offen- 
sive against Marshal Rommel in 
Libya, and the continuous German 
and Italian air raids on Great 
Britain’s stronghold at Malta. The 
second was the alleged failure of the 
Russian winter offensive against the 
Germans, and the third the over- 
whelming successes of the Japanese 
forces in the Pacific and the Far 
Kast. 

Hitherto a meeting between Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussdlini 
invariably has preceded a big offen- 


sive by the “Axis” Powers. It is 


more than possible that the Salzburg 
meeting may foreshadow great events. 
On the other hand, reports from 
neutral countries indicate that the 
world now must abandcn all hopes 
of peace during the next few months ; 
that the rumours of Italian peace 


| ** feelers’’ are unfounded ; that there 


is no foundation for the suggestion 
that there is a political crisis in Italy, 
and, finally, that the war must go 
on. Speaking in London yesterday, 
Mr. Winant, the United States 
Ambassador to the United Kingdom, 
made it quite clear that the 
American people were preparing for 
a Jong war. Whatever may be the 
secret of the Salzburg meeting, it 
is obvious that Europe is about to 
undergo an ordeal which will be 
unparalleled in human history. 
The war has been in progress now 
for two years and eight months. 
Already, it has made fantastic 
demands on the economic resources 
of all the belligerents—particularly 
on those of the British and the 
Germans—and it is quite certain 
that both sides will do everything in 
their power to force a military 
decision before the end of the 
present year. The prospect of 
another winter of war is so appall- 
ing that it cannot be contemplated 
by anybody—belligerent or neutral— 
without dismay. S> far, by the 
mercy of Providence, this little 
country, on the fringe of Europe, 
has been kept outside the maelstrom 
of war, and even our people have 
suffered severely. What must be 
the plight of those peoples who have 
been involved directly in the 
struggle? During the next few 


months—possibly, even within the 


next few weeks—there will be a 
military offensive in Europe that 
will shake the foundations of 
civilisation. We may be sure that, 
while Herr Hitler and Signor 
Mussolini have been laying their 
plans at Salzburg, the British and 
the Americans have not been exactly 


idle. The stage is set for the

industries as they may affect move- 
ments of rural and town populations ; 
primary and technical education in 
relation to employment, and the 
many factors which enter into the 
development of seaside resorts as they 
may affect prospects of tourist de- 
velopment. Such main issues present 
questions of high policy on which 
ultimate decisions must rémain with 
the Government and the Legislature ; 
but neither Ministers nor legislators 
can form balanced judgments until 
they can command the results of 
scientific and synthetic studies of 
facts, tendencies and potentialities. 
To produce such foundations the 
British Government has constituted 
a Ministry of Works and Planning, 
and the Government of Northern 
Ireland is about to proceed with a 
comprehensive survey of six-county 
conditions. Meanwhile Professor 
Abercrombie and his colleagues— 
having discovered the limitations of 
the Town and Regional Planning 
Acts as they affect the future develop- 
ment of Dublin—have declared their 
opinion that sound development calls 
for the constitution of a national 
planning authority. Thus the 
financial case stated by Mr. de 
Valera, the conclusions of planning 
experts, and the example set by 
neighbouring Governments all point 
in the same direction. Such are but 
some of the grounds on which this 
newspaper has founded repeated 
pleas for the constitution of a 
Ministry of Planning Works.

Criticism of the high wages paid to 
youths in factories was made at to- 
day’s annual meeting of the Federation 
of Women’s’ Institutes in a west 
county town. One delegate quoted the 
case of a youth of 18, who received £6 
a week, and asked permission of the 
local court to marry a girl of 22, 
despite the objection of the parents. 
Another boy of 14, earning big wages 
and paying substantial sums in income 
tax, boasted that he was able to drink 
nine pints of beer in an evening. A 
17 years old boy, working on a famous 
building site, earned £6 a week. He 
recently left home, and his mother had 
to receive help from the P.L. autho- 
rities.. A Ministry of Labour official, 
who attended the meeting, declared the 
cases to be exceptional, as in the main 
there was a system of payment accord- 
ing to age. 


Famous Chef 


Mr. Alfred Willes, who for 24 years 
has been head chef at Simpson’s 
famous restaurant in the Strand, is 
retiring this week-end owing to ill- 
health. Mr. Willes, who is 71, knows 
the art of English cooking from A to Z, 
and, although his knowledge of Con- 
tinental gastronomy is also very exten- 
sive, he holds that good old-fashioned 
English dishes, like stewed steak, tripe 
and vegetables, or eels stewed in 
sherry, should satisfy any man. 
Patrons of the famous restaurant hope 
that the day will soon come when Mr.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


An Hour of Agriculture. 


I had occasion to read the debate on 
the estimate for the Department of 
Agriculture, and noticed once more 
that my friend, Erskine Childers, 
spoke for over an hour without repeat- 
ing himself, and gave a complete pre- 
sentation of the agricultural position 
in this country and the immense 
defiency in methods and organisation 
resulting in relative stagnaney in out- 
put for over twenty years. 

The speech was not dramatic, but 
prosaic and terse, yet virtually every 
deputy who followed in the debate 
asked that Mr. Childers’s recommen- 
dation be seriously considered, Mr. 
Childers said that, whether we pro- 
duced. wheat and veal or continued 
export trade, a revolution in agricul- 
tural technique was required, and that 
the sooner a long-term plan was 
evolved the better for the country. 

He claimed that the dividing line 
between industry and agriculture was 
gradually disappearing abroad, and 
that subsidies and land division were 
quite -insufficient as cures for either 
emigration or low income level. 


Survey Wanted. 


It is good to see that this compara- 
tively young man has resisted the 
somewhat numbing effects of a Par- 
liament in which the party system 
has tended to prevent courageous 
argument and initiative. 

As the deputy remarked, the most 
constructive recommendations of the 
deputies were on an entirely non-party 
basis, and no farmer would make-the 
effort required to improve output until 
a plan approved by the Oireachtas as 
a whole was promoted, ‘It is the 
duty of the House to shock the farmers 
into the present state of agricalture 
and the low level of output at present 
prevailing.”

ASCAL, I think it was, once 
P remarked that if Cleopatra’s 
nose had been longer—or shorter, 
I forget which—the face of the whole 
world might have been changed. Lord 
Berners, inspired by this chance 
remark, starts out to write a study of 
Cleopatra, supposing, for the sake of 
argument, that she was born with a 
nose out of all proportion to the rest 
of her features, and that her visit to 
Thebes was arranged simply and solely 
to give her an opportunity to see a 
certain famous plastic surgeon about 
this unbeautiful appendage. 

The. resultant novel is pure fantasy. 
Dr. Serapion, the surgeon, did his 
stuff, and the operation was a complete 
success, which, of course, accounts for 
the—historical—fact that Cleopatra 
was as successful in all her dealings 
after her visit to Thebes, as she had 
been unsuccesful before that. 

Having concluded the matter of The 
Nose in a fantastically plausible 
manner, Lord Berners settles down to 
a short, but exceedingly Incid and 
thoroughly amusing, study of Cesar 
and Cleopatra; he also davcins some 
little attention to the supvorting cast, 
which includes such famous figures as 
Potheinos, Apollodorus, Theodotus, 
Ptolemy and Hirtius.

Cicero took her forget- 
fulness very much to heart, and 
wrote, in a letter to Atticus, ‘I 
hate the Queen.’ ')

all national leaders. Soviet Russia has 
never believed in freedom of speech or 
of expression and so it is well-nigh 
impossible to get at the truth shos 
Stalin—undoubtedly one of the great 
men of history. This book embodies 
very definitely the official story which 
is widely different from that. propa- 
gated by the Trotsky group. Much of 
it never can be verified, and some of 
Mr. Cole’s statements certainly receive 
little “—— from independent obser- 
vation. In this class is the assertion 
that the Georgian peasant strike of 
1905 was led by the future Dictator. 

Nevertheless, there is an undoubted 
public for a lifo of the Russian leader, 
and in this book we can see him as he 
desires to be known to his compatriots. 
He has gathered to himself an immense 
power, and his little known gifts of 
mind and character may well affect the 
world for centuries to come. 

Mr, Cole, for reasons best known to 
himself, never has awakened to the 
fact that Stalin has been for some time 
both Prime Minister and Minister íor 
Defence as well as Secretary of the 
Communist Party.
